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‘Progress too slow’ at 
college, says Ofsted

EFFECTIVE action is not being tak¬ 
en to remove Ely College from spe¬ 
cial measures. 

That is the message from Ofsted 
inspector PaulTomkow, who visited 
the academy last month. 

The school was placed into spe¬ 
cial measures in March and the 
CfBT Schools Trust, which oversees 
the management of the school, 
brought in Evelyn Forde as the new 
principal. 

But after a follow-up inspection 
at the school in October, Mr Tom- 
kow says the academy is “not taking 
effective action towards the remov¬ 
al of special measures”. 

In his report, published on Tues¬ 
day, he said: “Achievement remains 
inadequate. Performance at A level 
was again weak in 2015 and the 
proportion of students achieving 
five or more A* to C grades at GCSE 
decreased further and remains be¬ 
low the Government’s floor stand¬ 
ards. 

“The work seen in students’ 
books indicates that levels of at¬ 
tainment across the academy re¬

main well below where they should 
be. The rate of progress that most 
students are currently making is 
too slow.” 

Mr Tomkow said: “Many of the 
weaknesses in teaching that were 
identified at the inspection in 
March remain, and there is cur¬ 
rently not enough teaching of good 
or better quality to raise standards 
rapidly enough. 


“In most of the lessons seen dur¬ 
ing this inspection, students’ pro¬ 
gress was too slow. 

“In some lessons, teachers’ weak 
subject knowledge also impeded 
progress.” 

He said: “I strongly recommend 
that the academy does not seek to 
appoint newly qualified teachers 
(NQTs) before the next monitoring 
inspection.” 

Since the previous inspection, 
12 teachers have left and four new 
teachers have been appointed. 


There are 10 teaching posts be¬ 
ing advertised, which are currently 
filled by temporary appointments. 

Miss Forde said: “Turning a 
school around takes a lot of effort 
and is not a quick or simple pro¬ 
cess. 

“Of course I would like to have 
been able to do more in the short 
space of time since taking up post, 
but I am proud of the fact we have 
begun to make significant improve¬ 
ments. 

“Raising standards, improving 


the quality of teaching and learning 
and of leadership and management 
at all levels are key priorities and 
will continue to be so. 

“Recently we had a successful re¬ 
cruitment drive and with support 
from the trust have appointed sev¬ 
en new excellent teachers who will 
take up posts next term. 

“We will continue to work 
through the recommendations out¬ 
lined in the school’s statement of 
action with a robust, relentless fo¬ 
cus on teaching and learning.” 

The college is looking for keen 
members of the local community 
to help relaunch its PTSA (Parent, 
Teacher, Staff Association), which, 
once established, will organise fun¬ 
draising events for the school. 

Teaching assistant Sophie Martin 
said: “We are all really keen to help 
get this off the ground, but we need 
parents, carers and others to get 
involved so that this is truly a com¬ 
munity effort.”

TEENAGERS from East 
Cambridgeshire shone at 
this year’s KISS Communi¬ 
cations Young People of the 
Year (YOPEY) Awards. 

Singing duo Molly 
Armstrong and Charlie 
O’Connor were in the final 
of the prestigious competi¬ 
tion for raising more than 
£5,000 for the Arthur Rank 
Hospice through gigs, busk¬ 
ing and the sale of their CD. 

Molly, 17, from Little 
Downham, told the dis¬ 
tinguished audience at St 
Catharine’s College, Cam¬ 
bridge: “When we started 
the Arthur Rank project I 
had no idea that my fam¬ 
ily would need their ser¬ 
vices but I am glad we have 
achieved a lot to help oth¬ 
ers.” 

Her mum, Elaine, 50, had 
suffered for many years 
from spino-cerabellar atax¬ 
ia (SCA) and became seri¬ 
ously ill during the first few 
months of this year. 

Molly, who helped her 



dad, Mark, to care for her 
mum, said: “She was able to 
see me and Charlie perform 
at Strawberry Fair on June 6 
but died in Arthur Rank on 
June 17.” 

Molly and Charlie, also 
17, and from Ely, were run¬ 
ners-up - the winners were 
a Cambridge young woman 
who campaigns on com¬ 
munity issues and a pair of 
Ramsey teenagers who have 
set up a befriending scheme 
between young and old - 


and they won £100 which 
they are sharing between 
the Arthur Rank Hospice 
and the charity, Ataxia UK, 
in memory of Elaine. 

Elle Purchase-Francis, 15, 
from Witchford, was also a 
runner-up. Elle is a carer to 
her mum, Hayley, who suf¬ 
fers from severe anxiety and 
depression, as well as physi¬ 
cal health problems. 

Elle also speaks out for 
young carers both locally 
and nationally She has ad¬ 
vised Cambridgeshire so¬ 
cial workers how to support 
young carers and and has 
appeared on BBC Radio 4’s 
Woman’s Hour. 

Elle won £100 and gave 
£50 to Centre 33 in Cam¬ 
bridge, which supports her 
and other young carers, and 
is spending £50 on treating 
her family.

Call for signal 
to be improved 


A PETITION has been 
launched calling for mobile 
phone coverage in Ely to be 
improved. 

Local resident Mark Rob¬ 
son has spearheaded the 
online petition and is call¬ 
ing for action from Ofcom, 
South East Cambridgeshire 
MP Lucy Frazer and mobile 
phone operators to improve 
coverage in the city and sur¬ 
rounding area. 

Mr Robson said: “In some 
areas of Ely city centre, in¬ 
cluding outlying residential 
areas, there is limited - and 
in some cases, no-mobile 
phone coverage. 

“These areas are known 
as not-spots, and their exist¬ 
ence has important implica¬ 
tions for the ways in which 
individuals conduct their 
work, family and social lives. 

“Ofcom identifies five cat¬ 
egories of not-spot: com-

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plete not-spots, gaps in 3G 
coverage where only 2G cov¬ 
erage is available, not-spots 
affecting a specific network 
operator, and poor or unre¬ 
liable coverage either on the 
move or indoors, where net¬ 
works are ostensibly avail¬ 
able. 

“Access to an effective 
communications network 
is an economic and social 
lifeline, and a necessity if 
people are to participate in 
modern society. Thousands 
of consumers who are ac¬ 
cepting poor service with¬ 
out a fuss is simply wrong.” 

Last month, Mrs Frazer 
organised a public meeting 
to question telecoms giant 
BT about poor broadband 
speeds in the Ely area. 


She said: “It is essential 
that all areas have access to 
good communications. This 
includes both broadband 
and mobile coverage. I am 
already pressing hard for full 
broadband coverage in our 
area. 

“Last week I asked a ques¬ 
tion in the House of Com¬ 
mons of the Minister about 
this very subject. 

“Mobile coverage is no 
different and I will be press¬ 
ing to ensure that our area 
has proper and effective 
connectivity.”

FATAL CRASH 

Body of pilot 
killed in crash 
returned to US 


THE body of a US Marine 
Corps pilot who died when 
his jet crashed on farmland 
near Ely has been repatri¬ 
ated to the United States. 

Major Taj Sareen, 34, was 
killed when his FA-18 Hornet 
came down at Temple Farm 
in Redmere on October 21. 

Maj Sareen was a Marine 
pilot for the Fighter Attack 
Squadron 232. His body was 
flown back to America at the 
weekend. 

Maj Sareen was flying 
with five other planes, all of 
which had taken off from the 
RAF Fakenheath base that 
morning. 

He leaves behind a 
14-month-old daughter, 
lade. A fund for the toddler 
started by a family friend has 
attracted donations from 
around the world - raising 
more than £43,000. 

Maj Sareen was returning 
with his squadron from a 
six-month deployment with 
Operation Inherent Resolve, 
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the US mission against Is¬ 
lamic State in Iraq and Syria 
and had just taken off from 
the base in Fakenheath. 

Major General Michael 
Rocco, commanding general 
of 3rd Marine Aircraft Wing, 
said: “Our thoughts and 
prayers are with the family, 
friends and fellow Marines 
of Maj Sareen and we are 
currently providing support 
to those affected by this trag¬ 
ic incident.” 

Maj Sareen, from Hillsbor¬ 
ough, California, had won 
two achievement awards 
and an Air Medal, as well as 
doing a tour of duty in Af¬ 
ghanistan in 2010. 

His plane was said to have 
encountered problems with 
refuelling shortly before the 
crash, but the US Marine 
Corps could not confirm 
this. 


The remaining five FA-18 
Hornets were diverted to the 
RAF Fossiemouth airfield in 
Scotland after the crash. 

A Marine Corps spokes¬ 
man said a celebration of 
life ceremony was being 
planned in commemoration 
of Maj Sareen, but that no 
date has been set for it as yet. 

He said the crash inquiry 
at the site near RAF Faken¬ 
heath “is still ongoing”. 

Cambridgeshire Police are 
urging anyone who finds 
debris associated with the 
crash to leave it in its origi¬ 
nal position and to call them 
on 101.

pesticide residues were increasing. 
They are not. As techniques have 
developed to detect ever smaller 
amounts of chemicals, permitted 
and actual levels have progressively 
fallen. In addition, there have 
been a number of instances where 
chemicals have been withdrawn from 
use despite very little evidence of a 
problem. 

She also frequently mentions GM 
foods without pointing out that they 
are still not permitted throughout the 
EU even though they have not been 
shown to be harmful. 

A few letters ago she suggested that 
we could satisfy all our food needs by 
using perennial plants so that there 
would be no need to plough the 
land. That would seem to restrict us 
to a diet of fruit and nuts and, if we 
are only going to use local produce 
a rather limited narrow selection of 
them. 

She repeats the myth that take¬ 
aways and ready meals are cheaper 
than food cooked at home and so 
people on low incomes are forced to 
use them. Take-aways typically cost 
between £4 and £12 per person and 
supermarket ready meals between 
£1.70 and £5 per person. 

At home, the basic carbohydrates 
of potatoes, rice or pasta cost 
between lOp and 20p per portion 
and many very satisfying and 
nutritious dishes can be worked up 
from this base at a cost of around 
about £1 or £1.25 per portion. A 
portion of porridge for breakfast costs 
about 30p. 

It is true that some foods contain 
a lot of sugar and should be avoided 


unless you are using a lot of energy in 
work or sport. 

The situation with fats is more 
complicated as our bodies do need 
regular small amounts of the right 
kind of fat to function properly. 

In particular we should eat a 
few portions of oily fish (salmon, 
mackerel, herring, sardines or 
pilchards) each week. The canned 
varieties are fine and are readily 
available quite cheaply. Foods are 
labelled with the amounts of sugar, 
salt, fat, and calories to assist in 
making choices. 

Finally, remember that eating, 
especially in the company of family 
or friends, should be among life's 
greatest pleasures and not something 
to lose sleep over.

What is the 
council's plan? 

TWO issues in the local press recently 
that are apparently unconnected 
prompt me to write. 

Firstly I noticed a double page spread 
of compulsory purchase advertising 
from the County Council relating to 
Ely bypass. 

The County is using a statutory power 
to assemble land for a project that is 
seen as a social priority in terms of 
economic impact. 

Secondly a press release by the 
district council declaring its intent 
to form a local authority trading 
company. 

How could these things be 
beneficially connected? 

Is the trading company going 
to compete in the open market 
against local businesses involved in 
grounds maintenance and landscape 
management; is it going to use its 
own staff in commercial project 
management recharging the costs to 
the company? 

I can see that small amounts could be 
earned at some relatively small risk to 
the council. 

But put together compulsory 
purchase powers that the district 
council also enjoys and grants of 
planning permission to the trading 
company and you have a powerful 
entity. 

This could mean that the district 
council could purchase land at 
agricultural rates and then grant 
planning permission for commercial 
development by the trading company. 
The council has a precedent in the 
Cloisters development where powers 
were used to assist in site assembly. 
The whole process would be fraught 
with reputational risk in terms of 
the interests of members, unfair 
competition in the market and the 
probity of the planning process where 
a wholly owned LATC would be the 
applicant and the council would be 
the decision-making body. 

However there could be a genuine 
social benefit depending on the 
purpose of the company. 

The process outlined above would 
allow the council to acquire land, 
grant permission for a mix of private, 


shared equity and council housing, 
selling the private units to pay for the 
rented build. 

Currently the council is relying on the 
voluntary sector to deliver local needs 
housing via community land trusts. 
This reliance is inevitably a brake on 
development as the necessary skills 
are not available in every community. 
The council could itself build housing 
under transparent democratic control. 
One incidental benefit of this idea 
would be that the five year housing 
supply issue would be to some extent 
under council control as it could 
release built houses when developers 
refuse to. 

A major benefit would be that the 
vast profits gifted to landowners 
by the planning process would be 
broadly spread as social benefits to 
the purchasers of cheaper starter 
homes, enabled by far lower land 
costs, and to the tenants who are in 
great need. 

There are one thousand registrations 
on the council waiting list and many 
more residents living in insecure 
privately rented accommodation. 

Real investment via compulsory 
purchase would bring social and 
economic benefits not unlike those 
argued for the southern bypass. 

Are our recently elected 
representatives going to tackle what 
is the major local problem or are 
we going to be offered bread and 
circuses at the new leisure centre in 
an attempt to distract us?

REVIEW 


Review of Prime Brass in Ely Cathedral on 
Saturday, by Rosemary Westwell 

ly Cathedral is the ideal place if you want to 
make a big noise, so when I saw that 'Prime 
Brass' were performing, the group seemed just 
right for the concert on Saturday. However, there 
was much more than some fantastically powerful 
sounds that these brass players could muster, 
there were many moments of highly professional 
precision, expression and sensitivity. 

This was no run-of-the-mill programme either. In 
between very pleasant and the well executed items 
that were expected there were recent compositions 
of the more expansive and complicated type. 

The evening opened with 'Spirit of the Age' 
by Arthur Bliss conducted by Paul Trepte and 
immediately Prime Brass, demonstrated real 


craftsmanship. The precision, variation in the 
dynamics (louds and softs) and the way the 
instruments blended their sounds were impressive. 

This was followed by a real star of the 
evening:'Symphony VIW written especially for 
tonight's concert by Geoffrey Alvarez. Paul Trepte's 
phenomenal conducting was evident when 
the composter told me that he was particularly 
impressed with the precision of the rhythm: - not 
an easy one to engage with, as it was based on a 
6-beat pattern. 

I know Paul got it just right when I saw the 
composer so engrossed with the work that when 
the climax finally came he was nearly out of his 
seat. 

While I can't pretend to have understood the 
significance of every note, I was fascinated by the 


sense of celestial grandeur, occasional spikiness 
and moments of abandonment especially when the 
mambo percussion came to the fore. 

Other delightful compositions followed, 
including works by Morten Lauridsen, Eugene 
Bozza, Johann Sebastian Bach, Edvard Grieg, 
Benjamin Britten and Camille Saint-Saens. 

Another contemporary composer who was at 
the concert was Peter Dickenson and his work 
'Fanfares and Elegies' was another star of the night 
which contained great moments of contrast and 
extremes. 

This concert also featured Junior Prime Brass 
conducted by Christpoher Lawrence and they 
were a fine testament to the future, performing will 
noticeable warmth and aplomb. 

This was indeed a grand event.

Crackdown on 
hare coursing 


POLICE have relaunched 
an operation to combat 
hare coursing in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Officers say Operation 
Dornier II will involve 
dedicated patrols provid¬ 
ing “rapid response to 
calls” and patrolling areas 
where hare coursing is 
prevalent. 

The officers will also 
be working closely with 
Countryside Watch, shar¬ 
ing information and in¬ 
telligence. 

Police say hare cours¬ 
ing is currently hap¬ 
pening most in the East 
Cambridgeshire, South 
Cambridgeshire and 
Thorney areas. 

Chief Inspector James 
Sutherland said: “Hare 
coursing is a blood sport 
and is a banned and ille¬ 
gal activity, yet it unfortu¬ 
nately remains common 
in Cambridgeshire. 

“Farmers are facing 
difficult enough times as

it is, without having to 
worry about hare cours¬ 
ers damaging their crops. 

“We are determined 
to reduce the number of 
incidents in the area, re¬ 
duce the impact of those 
incidents and bring those 
responsible to justice.” 

The Hunting Act 2004 
made hare coursing il¬ 
legal and anyone con¬ 
victed of the offence can 
be fined up to £5,000 at a 
magistrates’ court. 

Police say the most ob¬ 
vious sign of hare cours¬ 
ing is a group of vehicles 
parked in a rural area, 
perhaps by a gateway 
to farmland, on a grass 
verge, on a farm track or 
bridle path. 

There will usually be 
estate cars, four-wheel- 
drives or vans. 


Vehicles may contain 
evidence of dogs inside, 
such as muddy paw prints 
and dog hair. 

If people see an event 
taking place, they are ad¬ 
vised not to approach the 
participants, but to con¬ 
tact police immediately 
on 999. 

Residents who have 
information about hare 
coursing events should 
call police on 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111. 

Chief Insp Suther¬ 
land said: “You can also 
report hare coursing 
events anonymously at 
crimestoppers-uk.org. 

“No personal details are 
taken, information can¬ 
not be traced or recorded 
and you will not go to 
court.”

Eight get 
jobs offer 


E IGHT people who lost their 
jobs when their company 
went into administration have 
been employed by local firm Thrift 
Energy. 

Thrift Energy, based in Soham, 
was working alongside Essex-based 
company, Climate Energy, on a 
major contract to refurbish around 
1,000 properties in Cambridgeshire. 

Climate Energy went into 
administration last month and Thrift 
Energy has now taken on eight 
people who were employed by the 
firm. 

Derek Campbell, managing 
director at Thrift Energy, said: 

"The job losses affected some key 
individuals that had been working 
on the scheme who had a huge 
amount of knowledge, expertise and 
involvement from the start. 

"Thrift Energy made the bold 
decision to employ eight members 
of staff that were affected in order 
to ensure, not only the security 
of their employment, but also 


so that residents experienced 
minimal disruption and the scheme 
continued to be delivered as 
seamlessly as it could be." 

Thrift Energy is the largest 
contractor involved in the scheme 
which includes carrying out 
extensive external wall insulation 
work to improve the energy 
efficiency and aesthetics of privately 
owned, rented and social housing in 
Cambridgeshire. 

The scheme was funded by a 
consortium of district councils 
in the county, using funds from 
the Department for Energy and 
Climate Change, which provided a 
community fund of £7.5 million to 
assist in making residents' homes 
more energy efficient, as well as 
assisting in lowering their energy 
bills. 

With 366 properties now 
completed, the company expects 
another 600 properties will be 
refurbished by the time the scheme 
finishes in August 2016.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go....

4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


D Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

D Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

D Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence.

Property Insight: 
Visual Power 


By Gavin Human Regional Director 


Human beings are visual creatures. Gavin Human from Fine & Country Cambridge 
discusses how this comes into play when marketing a property. 

Hearing about something is incomparable to seeing it. No matter how clearly or vividly something is explained, no 
description of anything, whether it is an event, a place, or a property can ever match a visual experience. This is why 
the expression "seeing is believing" exists, and it is why imagery and video content is an important aspect 
of marketing. 


Why is it that visuals seem to lodge directly in the human psyche? There are a number of reasons. Perhaps most 
importantly is that the majority of people are visual learners, whether primarily or in combination with other styles. 
It's thought that 30% of all people learn directly from seeing, and another 30% learn from mixed styles including 
visual. The human brain is also wired towards visual information, processing visuals 60,000 times faster than text. 


This makes imagery an important tool in marketing a property. It's been shown that web pages with visuals drive up 
to 180% more engagement than those without - and if a picture says a thousand words, how many does a video say? 
Viewers spend 100% more time on web pages with videos. Double the time, double the engagement.

‘We feel so grateful 
for this gift of life’ 


When a devastating cancer diagnosis ended Amanda McKeane’s hopes of carrying a baby, she and husband Jason 
turned to surrogacy to achieve their dream of having a family - and beautiful baby Effie is the result. To mark National 
Fertility Awareness Week, Amanda tells Lydia Fallon why she'll be forever grateful for the gift she's been given. 


W ITH her huge blue eyes, cute button 
nose and cheeky little smile, Effie 
McKeane-Dicks would melt even the 
hardest of hearts. 

Currently going through an "adventurous" 
stage according to mum Amanda, she toddles 
around her Newmarket home happily, eyes 
wide in wonderment as she finds joy in the 
simplest of things: a cardboard box, my 
notepad, even the photographer's glasses. 

"The child-minder says she's like the Duracell 
Bunny; she just never fades," Amanda chuckles. 
"She'll zip around on her walker here, there 
and everywhere; she's always dancing and 
shouting. She's just got so much energy. 

"You're a little character, aren't you?!," 
Amanda coos, scooping Effie into her arms for 
a cuddle. 

Gazing at her precious daughter adoringly, 
Amanda, 38, is the epitome of a doting mother, 
but after the journey she and husband Jason 
have been on over the past few years, it's no 
surprise they are determined to cherish every 
single glorious moment of parenthood. 

Back in July 2011, a devastating cancer 
diagnosis almost ended Amanda and Jason's 
hopes of having a child of their own, but 
now, after all the tears, heartbreak and doubt, 
they've finally got their dream. "Effie is the most 
precious thing in the world," she smiles. "She's 
just amazing and we feel incredibly lucky and 
grateful." 

And Jason and Amanda's gratitude is reserved 
for one very special lady: their surrogate (or 
'tummy mummy' as Amanda calls her) Annie. 

"She's changed our life," says Amanda simply. 
"It's such a selfless thing she does, because even 
though Annie never wanted children of her 
own, she wanted to experience being pregnant 
and give this amazing gift to somebody else. 

"She had a uterus which wasn't being used, 
and so she wanted to help someone else who 
wasn't so fortunate. It's such an amazing thing 
to do, and nothing we can do or give Annie can 
ever top that." 

Amanda, a veterinarian nurse, and Jason, a 
design engineer, are childhood sweethearts. 
They met at school aged 16 and 17 and married 
10 years later. "So we've been together nearly 


23 years!" 

The couple always knew they wanted a 
family, and Amanda fell pregnant within three 
months of them trying to conceive. But their 
initial joy turned to heartbreak when she 
suffered a miscarriage. "It was a devastating 
time," says Amanda quietly. 

Two years passed and Amanda still hadn't 
fallen pregnant again. She tried to remain 
positive, but the pain of seeing friends bringing 
home their newborn babies was becoming 
too much to bear. "You normally wouldn't pay 
much attention, but when you're desperate 
to have a family, you suddenly see children 
everywhere you look, and it's so upsetting 
because you feel like you're never going to 
achieve it." 

Doctors eventually referred the couple for 
fertility tests. Jason and Amanda had prepared 
themselves for the worst, but when the results 
came through two weeks later, they were 
shocked to hear the word cancer. "You think 
your life is completely over," she remembers. "I 
was in total shock; I wasn't ill, I felt fine. There 
was no pain or bleeding, and it's really scary 
to think you have this thing happening in your 
body, yet not know anything about it." 

Amanda was diagnosed with endometrial 
cancer, which affects the womb. Thankfully 
the fertility tests had detected it early, and the 
cancer hadn't yet spread, but as part of the 
treatment Amanda would have to undergo a 
hysterectomy, meaning she'd never be able to 
carry a child of her own. 

Devastated but determined to find another 
way, Amanda and Jason started to explore 
their options. "Our oncologist suggested the 
possibility of using a surrogate for IVF treatment. 
As the cancer hadn't spread and there was no 
need for chemotherapy, my ovaries were not 
removed during the hysterectomy, so there 
was still a chance of us having a child that was 
genetically ours." 



But Jason and Amanda knew they needed 
to act fast; as the cancer was oestrogen 
dependent, the ovaries would need to be 
removed after a year, giving the couple only a 
small window of opportunity. They managed to 
get an emergency appointment at Bourn Hall - 
the celebrated clinic west of Cambridge - and 
after three rounds of treatment, 14 embryos 
were frozen. 

The seed sown, the next step was finding a 
willing surrogate. "We researched a couple of 
organisations based in the UK and came across 
Surrogacy UK, which is based on friendship first, 
because obviously it is so important you feel 
completely comfortable with the person who is 
going to be carrying your baby." 

Every month Surrogacy UK organises socials 
all over the UK, "where you meet at the pub, go 
for a picnic and basically sit and chat with like- 
minded people," says Amanda. 

And it was at one of these events where they 
met Annie. "We'd known Annie for about a 
year before she offered to be our surrogate and 
we'd liked her straight away: she was really 
kind, easy going and laid-back like me and 
Jason, and we trusted her completely, which 
was so important on this journey." 

The friendship blossomed and wheels were 
set in motion for the surrogacy. In January 
2014 the frozen embryos were moved to a 
clinic nearer to Annie's home in Rugby for 
treatment - and she fell pregnant on the first try. 
"It seemed like fate," smiles Amanda. "After all 
we'd been through we couldn't believe it was 
finally happening: we didn't buy anything for 
the baby until after the 20-week scan!" 

The couple saw Annie every two to 
three weeks; they went to every midwife 
appointment and every scan and "just tried 
to be as much a part of it as possible," says 
Amanda. "Annie sent us regular bump pictures, 
movies of Effie moving and we got to feel her 
kick at one of the midwife appointments which 
was an amazing feeling." 

Was it tough seeing someone else carrying 
your child? "Obviously I would have loved 
to have experienced her growing inside me, 
but that wasn't possible, so I feel like I've 
had the next best thing. There was no 


point dwelling on it, it's not going to change 
anything, so we just had to get on with it and 
made the best out of the situation." 

After a healthy pregnancy ("Annie just seems 
to embrace pregnancy really well; she's such 
an amazing tummy mummy"), Effie was born, 
naturally, on November 10, 2014. "Annie was 
late and had been booked in for an induction 
on November 10, but then we had a call at 
10pm on November 9 saying she'd been 
having contractions and we should get down to 
Rugby just in case anything happened," recalls 
Amanda. "When we were five miles from 
Rugby we had another call saying things had 
accelerated and we should meet them at the 
hospital." 

Things moved swiftly, Annie was taken 
through to the maternity unit to give birth, "and 
within 15 minutes you were out, you weren't 
going to wait, were you?" laughs Amanda, 
planting a kiss on Effie's head. 

Jason cut the cord and little Effie was handed 
to Amanda for their first cuddle. "It's such a 
blur; we were all crying, but I remember the 
amazing feeling of finally being able to cuddle 
her after all this heartache and pain," she 
smiles. "We handed her to Annie and just sat 
around talking, drinking tea and eating toast: it 
was a joy to share those moments together." 

Jason and Amanda brought Effie back to their 
Newmarket home the next day and, almost a 
year later (Effie celebrates her first birthday next 
week), say parenthood is everything they hoped 
for a more. "We feel so incredibly lucky to have 
gone through what we have done - and have 
an amazing child at the end of it." 

And they've gained a lifelong friend too. 
"Auntie Annie is definitely part of the family; 
she's such an amazing woman and we couldn't 
have gone on that journey with any other 
person." 

Amanda smiles, gazing at her daughter: "We 
couldn't be more grateful for the gift she's given 
us."

Goodjohn is 
a knockout 
on pro bow

"I was having to close down the 
gap all the time, but I was working 
the body a lot and slowed him 
down to the point where I was able 
to catch him with that shot. 

"It couldn't have worked any 
better against the type of opponent 
he was. 

"If I hadn't closed him down, 
he could have made me look very 
ordinary." 

Goodjohn, who trains at St Ives 
Boxing Academy under Steve 
Whitwell, said he would take a 
break before deciding his next 
move. 

He said: "I'm going to enjoy 
some time with my wife, who's 
six months' pregnant, I'm going 
to enjoy (brother) Tyler's fight on 
December 5, I'm going to enjoy 
Christmas, and then think about it. 

"I'm undecided because there 
are a lot more things to consider 
than just myself." 
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
